Cost of Transportation 


Farmers and 
fruit growers 
"may 
learn something to their advantage" 
from the investigations of the good 
roads section 
of 
the United States 


Agricultural Department, reported oy 
Hon. Martin Dodge, the director of 
public Inquiries In the January number 
of the Review of Reviews. For exam- 
ple the relative cost of transportation 
by horsepower, electric power, steam 
cars and steamship has been definitely 
ascertained and tabulated In a clear 
manner easily understood by any far- 
mer, 
and stated as follows:

Horse power 
6 miles 
$1 25 


Electric power .... 
25 miles 
1 25 


Steam cars 
250 miles 
1 25 


Steamship 
1000 miles 
1 25 


Commenting on these facts he says: 


"It appears that the cost of transpor- 
tation by animal power in the country 
is very high, while in Europe it is only 
about 7 or 8 cents per ton per mile 
over the Improved roads In use there, 
which is only about one-third of the 
cost in this country." These Investi- 
gations have established the fact that 
"the annual cost of transportation" of 
farm products to market "over our 
common roads Is about $1,000,000,000," 
while two-thirds of this great sum, 
$666,000,000, could be saved by an Im- 
proved system of highways." He then 
asks. "How can we get such a sys- 
tem?" 


In reply he says: "This is not an 


easy auestlon to answer. It will be 
difficult, if not impossible, for the rural 
districts to bear the entire burden. 
We propose that the State shall bear 
at least one-half the cost. In this way 
all corporations as well as natural 
persona hp-]ii to bear the burden o 
building good roads. In addition to 
this, v.rc propose that all prison labor 
shall be directed to the building; of 
good roads or the preparation of ma- 
terials to be used therefore. There are 
a great mdny army prisoners now and 
at all times 
In 
the. United States 


whose labor would be of great value 
If directed to this work. At the pres- 
ent time these prisoners nrtcl little 
or nothing to the common wealth" and 
are a great, tax upon the wealth of the 
State.

Mr. Lovcjoy on the Modern Hog 


The modern hog is a very numerous 


o.ncl popular animal on the farm. He 
is very different from his ancestor, 
who used to live three to six years, as 
a rule, if he could find acorns and 
beech nuts enough to live on. 
The 


modern hog's average life, of the com- 
mercial tribe, is six to eight months 
only, and the parts not preserved for 
food are made into glue, combs, brush- 
es, buttons, fertilizers, the squeal alone 
being a waste product. 
Mr. Lovejoy, 


in Blooded Stock, characterizes the 
modern hog as follows: 


"Hardly a day passes that we do 


not hear the remark, 'as dirty as a pig." 
This I consider a villificatlon of the 
animal 
which 
Franklin's 
colored 


servant said was 'the only gentleman 
in England,' from the fact that he was 
the only animal that did not work in 
that country. In that respect he much 
resembles the members of our legisla- 
tures. He calls to order and adjourns 
to eat and sleep. I believe that the hog 
is the most cleanly of our domestic ani 
mals if raised as it should be and given 
a chance to roam about and not be con- 
fined to very close Quarters, 


"It has been said that 'the American 


hog is a machine that oils himself, 
puts ten bushels of grain into less 
space than a bushel measure, and In 
so doing doubles its value; then carries 
it to the market on its back.' Corn 
loaned to a well-bred hog is money at 
big Interest. It is like a mint, while 
the American staple, corn, is the bul- 
lion, which put into the hog, is trans- 
muted into coin. It Is an honest mint, 
and gives 16 ounces avoirdupois of 
edible material.
